He will 
go first to his home in Ireland, and then come to the U.S. Mr. Wharton reports that

A two-weeks program of meetings in 
each of five different places has resulted in a total of 1,186 enquirer enrollments. 


The 
Methodist Church is contemplating work in both of these places. The work in Hongkong 
will be in cooperation with the English Methodists. The Ed Knettlers, from Szechuan, 
are under appointment to go to Formosa to begin Methodist work there. 


An American Board report on redeployment of their ex-China missionaries shows 
assignments to other fields as follows: Near East 6, Japan 8, Philippines 7, Rhodesia 1, 
Micronesia 2, India 5, Ceylon 1, Angola 1. On furlough are only Miss ——— and the 
Hubbards, who did not leave North China until April of this year. Most of the rest of their 
original China force of missionaries are either retired or now in other employment. The 
American Board is — 4 — China Committee into its Committee of the Pacific Area, 
for which the Secretary is Miss Alice Cary, now on a trip to the fields of that area.

Hongkong.

The May 24th Tien Feng gives a page to a report of an international religious con- 
ference on World Peace held in Moscow May 9-12. Orthodox, Catholic, Baptist, Jewish, 
and Mohammedan delegates were present, from European Russia, Siberia, Latvia, 
Armenia and other countries. The expressed purpose of the conference was to promote 
world peace and prevent a third world war. 


In the May 3lst Tien Feng is a sermon by Bishop Robin Chen, given at the consecra- 
tion of Suffr Bishop Cheng Chien-yeh for the Honan diocese, entitled The Mission of 
the Church. Its mission is to be a “‘witness to the truth. Of course he had to bring in 
some political references, but on the whole the sermon is a worthy utterance by a great 
Christian leader. , 


On May 25 the head of the Burman cultural delegation, Yu T’un-p’a, was welcomed 
at the Shanghai Community Church by a group of over 30 of the churchmembers, under 
the leadership of Dr. James Shen. The pastor, Li Ch’u-wen, and the omnipresent Liu i 
Liang-mo both spoke, and then the Burman replied, saying, We in Burma have the s 
problem with missionaries that you have had here. I am glad to see how you have solved 
the problem. Jesus taught us to love every one. Buddha taught us to love every living 
thing. Let us believers in religion join together to promote world peace. 


“ The June 28 Tien Feng, in reporting Hewlett’s Johnson’s visit to Canton, takes occa- 
sion to praise the work of Pastor Lin, who had at that time been pastor of the Shin Ma 
Baptist Church for about four months. Among his various positive accomplishments is 
listed this, that he does not allow landlords and other reactionary elements to attend 
church. 


The Independent Church of Shanghai has 24 churches and over 2000 members. 
During May and June they had a series of political study meetings every Saturday evening, 
with about 70 in attendance. On May 24 P’u Hua-jen spoke to the group, answering the 
following questions: How root out imperialism from the church? What is this talk of the 
end of the world? What does love your enemies mean? How reconcile the contradictions 
between political consciousness and religious faith? Is the church capitalist or proletar- 
ian? How can pastors appeal to youth?

The following Christian leaders of Foochow took part 
in the program: Ch’en Chao-hui, Lu Ts‘ui-chu, P eng Ch’i-hsi, Chan Hsin-min, Hung 
Sheng-huan, Lin Peh-ho, Yang Chen-t’ai, Kuo Mei-t'u, Liu Yang-feng, Yang Ch ang-tung, 
Huang Yuan-an, Yeh Tsu-teh. 


The Peking Christian Student Association (Intervarsity Fellowship affiliation), which 
has been meeting in the Peking Union Church property, held a Bible study conference 
there in August on Thessalonians. The students attending were from a number of differ- 
ent institutions, with Pei Ta Medical School especially represented by an earnest group. 
Each had his own bowl and chopsticks, which he kept clean, and they ate millet gruel for 4 


ae, and steamed corn bread and vegetables for the other two meals. The number 
attending was not given, but 160 were present at a similar conference in the spring for the 
study of Romans. One night the entire group spent the whole night in prayer.

Welfare in April, reported on it to a group of Shanghai Christians on June 23. She was to 
go on from there to other Christian groups in Kiangsu to make a similar report. 


Central Theological Seminary, Shanghai Episcopab, has a total group, teachers, 
students, and servants, of 23. They have been given permission to form a branch of the 
Sino-Soviet Friendship Association, and the branch was formally inaugurated on May 30. 


The Bethel Church which formerly met at 639 Chih Tsao Chu Road has had to turn 
over that property to the Hospital, and is now meeting at 17 Ho Fei Road, in a branch of 
Moore Memorial Church. 


The Christian leaders of Ningpo held a retreat on June 2. Speakers were Pastors 
Hsu T’ai-yang, P’eng Shan-chang and Fang Ai-shih.

SCHOOL NEWS 


The five year elementary school course, a compromise between the old four year 
Lower Primary and the six year complete (Lower and Higher) Primary, has now been 
r- e standard for all China. 


The Committee for the Reorganization of Institutes of Higher Education of East 
China met in Shanghai August 2-5. It has decided to reduce the 59 institutions in East 
China to 55, distributed as follows: 18 in Shanghai, 8 in Nanking, 8 in Shantung Province, 
6 in Chekiang Province, 5 in Fukien Province, 3 in North Kiangsu. All private institutions 
are abolis Aurora President Hu Wen-yao, Shanghai Univ. Chairman Yu Jih-hsuan, 
and St. John's Chairman Pan Shih-tzu all voiced their approval of the scheme which would 
wipe out their institutions. 


In connection with the plans for setting up a Christian college in Formosa, the 
United Board has invited the Rev. H.D. Beeby, English Presbyterian missionary in 
Tainan, to assist in the setting up program in this country for about four months, after 
which he will fly back to his family in Tainan, going by way of England. The new college 
will be primarily for Formosans, and only incidentally for mainlanders. Mr. Beeby 
thinks that the two million estimate of mainland refugees in Formosa is greatly exagger- 
ated, and that even including the army, which is still largely composed of mainlanders, 
the number is only about a million.
